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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on April 27, 2009 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 15-17, 20, 23, 24 & 26-32 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record alone or in combination fails to teach or suggest: 

in claim 15, ". ..wherein the recording section is configured to begin recording 
the test data at a position which is a predetermined radial distance toward an outer 
circumference of the record medium from a first position in which a first portion of the 
user data finishes being recorded in the user area, and configured to begin recording a 
second portion of the user data in a second position which is a predetermined radial 
distance toward the outer circumference of the record medium from a position in which 
the test data finishes being recorded." 

Claims 16, 17, 20, 23 & 24 arc dependent upon claim 15. 

Claims 26-32 have similar allowable limitations as claim 15.
